Dean, sitting in on the two-and- 
a-half-year-old conference for the 
first time, I nought with him a 
letter from President Kennedy 
telling him to make certain the 
talks beal- fruit in a reasonably 
short time. 
The letter is addressed to Dean, 
rather than to the conference. But, 
it was learned, it was written 
primarily for the benefit of the 
Russians. It contains a thinly- 
veiled hint that Kennedy’s pa­ 
tience may rapidly weir thin if 
the Russians continue their refus­ 
al to accept cheat-proof control 
and inspection of a nuclear test 
ban. 
Soviet delegate Semyon Tsarap- 
kin was in the chair for the ses­ 
sion, the 274th since the confer­ 
ence t>egan nearly two and a half 
years ago.

A bim on all demonstrations by

have kept most non - Europeans 
away from a scheduled mass 
rally in memory of the 72 Afri­ 
cans killed in the clashes with po­ 
lice a year ago. At that time, the

identification passes. 
Justice Minister Francois Eras­ 
mus banned the non-white demon­ 
strations this morning under the 
country’s Prevention of Commu­ 
nism Act.
